Are Uped in Ambulance Corps,
as Patrol Dogs, Dispatch
Carriers and Trench
Guards.

'PERFORM THEIR DUTIES WELL

PARIS, July 15.-~~The Natonal
Soclety of Ambulance Doga of France
now has eight kennels, where experts
are buay preparing dogk for service
at the front. They are training pa-
trol dogs, dispatch carriers and
trench guards, as well as ambulance
dogs, with such success that the army
Is ealling for more than they can sup-
ply. Two hundred and twenty-five
patrol dogs have just been sent to a
part of the front that eannot be dis-
closed. These dogs accompany pa-
troiling and reconnnoitering parties
at night and carry messages back to
the lines when necessary. The dog
is able to perform this duty much
quicker and In far greater security
than a man. The service la of great
value, as it permits a patrolling party
| that has urgent news to send back,
'to tise the dog to malntaln communi-
| entions with the maln force while

BERLIN, July M—~The War Gran
company, which for the last six months
has had charge of the organization and
purchase of food supplies in Russia, e
to disappesar shortly, It will be supers
seded by a central body acling under the
direction of the Imperial government and
compossd of equal numbers of producers
and cansumers, The maln purpose ls to
Improve the econotnio war machinery
during the next harvest year, aspeclally
A8 regards the fixing of maximum prioces
and the eontrol of the food supply.

The closing esesasions of iLhe Prussian
Diwt, which adjourned June M, wore de-
voted o economic probiems Fxtended
reports were presented by a » oorm-
mittee which has been coneldering the
matter from all points of view, and the
Diet endorsed the committes's wvarlous
recommondations,

Tae Control Priees,
